President Acts To Restrict 
Dairy Imports 


Imports of dairy products were re- 
duced to one-fourth the previous vol- 
ume beginning July 1, under a pro- 
clamation issued June 30 by Presi- 
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dent Johnson, which will place im- 
port quotas on a number of dairy 
products for the first time. Hailing 
the action as promising “long-sought 
relief both to dairy farmers and the 
taxpayer,” Secretary of Agriculture 
Orville L. Freeman pointed out that 
dairy imports would be cut from an 
annual rate of nearly 4.3 billion 
pounds milk equivalent currently to 
about | billion pounds. Since Janu- 
ary 1, through June 27, the Secre 
tary noted, USDA purchases under 
the dairy price support program are 
208 million pounds of butter, 101.9 
million pounds of cheese, and 379 
million pounds of dry milk — or the 
milk equivalent of 5.5 billion pounds 
— at a cost of $265.6 million. 

Dairy imports have _ increased 
sharply from about 900 million 
pounds milk equivalent in 1965 to 
2.8 billion pounds in 1966, and are 
running at an annual rate of nearly 
4.3 billion pounds during the first 
half of 1967. Most of the increase 
has been in the form of butterfat/su- 
gar mixtures used in ice cream man- 
ufacture, and Colby cheese, a ched- 
dar-like cheese used mainly in man- 
ufacturing process American cheese. 

The Proclamation, issued under 
the authority of Sec. 22 of the Agri- 
cultural Adjustment Act, as amend 
ed, will result in an over-all annual 
level of dairy imports of around one 
billion pounds of milk equivalent. 
This will bring imports to less than 
one per cent of domestic milk pro 
duction, which currently is running 
at about 121 billion pounds annual 
ly. 

The cutback in imports will be 
achieved by bringing the high-vol- 


ume items under the existing im- 
port quota system for the first time. 
These items include the butterfat/ 
sugar mixtures, such as Junex; Col- 
by and other American types of 
cheese other than Cheddar (which 
is now under quota); and frozen 
cream. Butter, butteroil, dried milks, 
certain competitive cheese, and oth- 
er dairy products already are im- 
ported under quotas. Certain items 
with limited markets, including 
chocolate crumb, process Edam and 
Gouda, and_ processed Italian-type 
cheese will not be placed under 
the quotas system.

breeder must have the courage to go ahead, even in 

the face of unsurmountable odds. He must be patient. 
He must have an insight that permits him to look at an 
animal and see further into it. He must be a student of 
pedigrees. He must know bloodlines and heredity, but above 
all he must be able to recognize the strong points and the 
weaknesses in each animal in his herd. 


Breeding and developing a top herd of registered dairy 
cattle may, in some ways, be compared to climbing a great 
mountain, on the widespread slopes of which are many 
trails leading upward. At the base of the mountain, the 
trails are miles apart and lead through swamps and jungles, 
divided from each other by deep ravines and unbridged tor- 
rents, with occasional glimpses of different views, depend- 
ent upon which way you look. 


A dairyman who is just starting to build his herd 
might consider himself at the base of his mountain. His 
challenge is to select the right trail upward, and avoid the 
pitfalls of the swamps and jungles caused by such things 
as selecting the wrong foundation females or the wrong 
herd sires. 

He must constantly be alerted to all signs that will 
help him. ‘Testing, classifying, showing, and the Gold Star 
Sire and Dam Programs are but a few of the tools that can 


help a breeder pick the right trail upward. He must guard 
against the ravages of disease, he must constantly be on 
the alert to signs that tell- him when an animal is off feed, 
or that a calf is sick. 


The breeder who reaches the top will find his efforts 
rewarded, and he will] attain a certain satisfaction and pride 
that comes from a job well done. Such men continue to 
recognize the duties and responsibilities that face them as 
purebred breeders. They look to the future with optimism. 
They stand up to the challenge, and are dedicated to the 
task of breeding and developing the kind of dairy cattle 
that will further advance the entire industry. 


Breeders who attain the top of their mountain, stand 
aloft in their achievements, and are an inspiration and a 
goal for all who are interested in breeding and developing 
better, more efficient dairy cattle. 


Study the work done by the great breeders of the 
past. Benefit by their examples. Reflect their accomplish- 
ments, but do not become content to bask in the reflected 
sunset of past achievements — move ahead, following the 
examples of the past, but accelerate your accomplishments 
with a desire to overcome mountains of obstacles in reach- 
ing new heights for your herd and the Guernsey breed.

located just north of the highway 
overlooking the clear blue waters of 
a well-stocked pond. South of the 
highway, and at a slightly lower 
elevation, is the large bank barn with 
adjoining milk house, and other 
structures which complete the dairy 
setup. The main part of the barn 
was also constructed a century and a 
half ago. And, incidentally, this was 
the birthplace of Mrs. Workman and 
has been her home all her life. When 
she and Bob were first married they 
operated the farm in_ partnership 
with Mrs. Workman’s father. Then, 
in 1955, they purchased it. 


Cleanliness Is Everyday 
Arriving unannounced, though 
this was not intentional, there was 
no time for extra sprucing up. One 
glance into the milk house, another 
into the milking parlor and the loaf 
ing area of the barn, convinced me

that excellent housekeeping was the 
rule rather than the exception on 
this farm. 

My arrival at the farm and that of 
the milk hauler coincided. On 
the hunch that Bob or his wife 
Rowena might be in the milk house, 
| stopped there first. I guessed 
wrong, for | later learned that Bob 
was in town on business and Mrs. 
Workman was at the house. Before 
calling at the home I had a chance 
to chat with the milk hauler while 
he was emptying the shiny 400-gal 
lon tank. A chance remark comment 
ing on the cleanliness of the quar- 
ters brought a quick response that 
he had never found them otherwise. 
The hauler’s response and my own 
observations were enough to con- 
vince me that Bob Workman was 
doing his part to improve the image 
of dairying in the eyes of the con 
sumer. 

A knock at the front door brought 
Mrs. Workman. After exchanging 
greetings she volunteered to show me 
the herd.Their only child, Barry, is 
a sophomore at Ohio State Univer- 
sity where he is majoring in dairy 
science. When Barry is away during

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the school year, she and Bob handle 
all chores for the milking herd of 55 
cows and the more than 50 head of 
young stock. And so even in the 
absence of Bob, and son Barry, Mrs. 
Workman is very much at ease when 
discussing the herd or, for that mat 
ter, any phase of the dairy or the 
dairy enterprise. 


Dairy Layout Aids Efficiency 


For a man and wife to handle an 
operation of this size, and to do 
alone nine months of the year, re 
quires efhcient utilization of both 
time and labor. The arrangement of 
the two-story barn which houses the 
herd helps to facilitate this. The 
milk house joins the barn on the 
north. Adjacent to it is a_ six 
stall stanchion parlor with pipeline. 
Heifer calves, yearlings and bred 
heifers are housed in a section of 
the barn bordering the west wall and 
including a shed to the south. The 
milking herd has access to loafing 
and feeding areas in the T section 
and the remainder of the barn. 
These areas open to the East. The 
100 x 20 covered bunker silo joins 
the hay feeding area. The silo is 
filled with corn silage, which is self- 
fed, using a movable electric fence. 
The hay feeding area for the milk- 
ing herd and yearling heifers in- 
cludes a series of racks reaching to 
the second story where hay is sup- 
plied from the mow by way of a cat 
walk that encircles the area. Heated 
water fountains are in the loafing 
areas for both cows and _ yearling 
heifers. In summer, Sudex is chopped 
and supplied to feed bunks by means 
of self-unloading wagons. Some use is 
also made of both permanent and 
meadow type pasture. Thus housing 
arrangement, location of the milking 
parlor and milk house, and the sys 
tem of handling and feeding forage 
all contribute to a saving of time, 
labor and improved efficiency. 


Herd Production—Cropping 
Program 
Last year the Workman herd aver- 
aged 9239 Ibs. of milk and 444 Ibs. 
of butterfat. To achieve this level of 
production, cows were fed an aver- 
age of 3,000 pounds of grain, 2,500 
ge of mixed alfalfa and grass 
ay, 16,100 pounds of silage and

scale and, with some _ additional 
energy, it should not be difficult to 
reach this goal. 

The 420 acres which they own 
and farm in two sections are located 
among the rolling hills of Central 
Ohio. To be more specific, in the 
northeastern section of Knox 
County. Most crops are grown on 
contoured strips and one 15-acre 
field is terraced. There are three ter 
races in this field, each approximate- 
ly 60 feet wide. The present crop- 
ping program includes 50 acres of 
wheat, 50 acres of corn, 20 acres of 
soybeans and 120 acres of meadow. 
The remainder of the farm is in 
permanent pasture and woodland. 
Yields are more than adequate to 
provide an abundant supply of both 
forage and home-grown grain for the 
more than 100 head of cows and 
young animals. 


Division of Responsibility 


In winter, Bob does the milking, 
handles the feeding of cows and 
bred heifers, and the balance of 
other routine chores. Rowena is the 
calf specialist, gives some assistance 
at illite time, and keeps the milk 
house and equipment spotless. In 
addition, of course, she handles all 
her household duties. In summer, 
during the peak of the harvest sea- 
son, Mrs. Workman not only assists 
with field work but often takes over 
sole responsibility for the milking 
operation. 

Barry spends his summer months 
at home and assumes his share of the 
load in this busiest of seasons on the 
farm. He can handle any and all of 
the jobs on a dairy farm, and usually

does before the summer ends. On 
several occasions he has taken on the 
whole load when Dad and Mom 
were on vacation. 

I visited with Barry on campus a 
few weeks ago and learned that he 
is planning to return to the home 
farm when he completes his degree 
in Dairy Science. It’s encouraging to 
hear well-trained and_ enthusiastic 
young men express a desire to enter 
the production phase of dairying. 
The dairy industry can use this kind 
of man. Fact is, it can’t afford to do 
without these kind of men in the 
exciting, though quite demanding, 
years ahead.

They have been 
expanding the herd size each year 
from their own heifer crops, and in 
creasing the facilities as needed. 
Fully converted, it is expected to 
house 180 head, plus the milking 
parlor, milkhouse, holding pens, etc. 
From all appearances it is working 
out very well. 

Milking is done in a twin three 
stall, side-entry system and the milk 
piped directly into a bulk tank in 
an adjoining room. Manure _ is 
scraped the length of the barn, into 
the holding area next to the milking 
pit, and into a regular barn cleaner, 
which in turn carries it up an eleva 
tion into spreaders. 

Roger Blakely, manager, who, in 
cidently, has been at Douglaston 
Manor 40 years, says, “You can’t 
keep cows this clean in a conven 
tional setup without lots of help.” 
Iwo men milk and watch the herd. 
Iwo others come every morning for 
about two hours for cleanup. Roger 
likes the free stall arrangements 
very well, even though thev will 
have to make some minor changes 
in the feeding setup when they 
reach capacity. 

There is no heat in the cattle 
area, but the natural heat of the 
cows keeps the temperature almost 
exactly 20 degrees warmer than out- 
side in the winter. Several exhaust 
fans cool it in the summer. 

They tried using chopped straw, 
chopped hav, shavings, and saw- 
dust for bedding but found that the 
heat and compaction of these made 
almost ideal conditions for a coli- 


form flare-up. They switched to 
clean sand and all problems were 
solved. There is evidently nothing 
in the sand to harbor the bacteria, 
and the cows certainly were clean 
at the time I visited. 

Manager Blakely said that most 
of the cows will try to return to the 
same stall, or at least to the very 
close area. He also expressed some 
surprise in that the cows seem to 
prefer a definite side to be milked 
from, some from the left and some 
from the right, because they al- 
ways try to pass through the same 
side of the pit. 

He also mentioned that the cows 
in the free stall have a more even 
milk production throughout the lac 
tation and do not go through as 
noticeable a drop-off as the lacta 
tion progresses as they did in the 
conventional type barn. This he at 
tributes to the fact that the feed is 
all very thoroughly mixed together 
in the automated system, whereas in 
the old barn they could do some 
picking and choosing. Also, feed is 
constantly before them in this setup. 

The feeding system is fully auto- 
mated. Three large silos adjoin the

barn, one with wilted grass, the 
other two with corn, holding a total 
of 2,000 tons. 


At the main farm, Douglaston 
Manor at one time hatched a_ half 
million chicks a year, Black Plym- 
outh Rocks and Rhode Island Reds, 
and had 5,000 layers. The poultry 
operation was quite extensive, but 
the industry moved south and they 
discontinued in 1959, The old hatch- 
ery, with very little remodeling, was 
converted to a nursery for the baby 
calves, holding 36 head. The series 
of laying houses were very effective- 
ly converted to a calf-raising battery, 
where calves are advanced from one 
to another as they grow older. These 
sheds are light, clean, and airy so 
the calves are doing well. 

Much of Douglaston Manor’s 
produce, milk, ice cream, eggs, and 
chickens, formerly were sold on their 
three milk routes and in their cash 
and carry store, all under the fa 
miliar plaid Flying Goose emblem. 
Now the milk is all sold to Byrne 
Dairy, in Syracuse. 

Curtiss sires, “Nance,” “V.-Fame,” 
and “Top Command,” have been 
used extensively in the herd. At 
present, three “Flash” sons are be- 
ing used on most of the herd, — 
Edisto Farms Flash’s Star, Eberlea 
Farms Prince and Western Glow 
Darimost. 

This experience proves that it pays 
to be versatile, raising calves in a 
hatchery and milking cows in a 
horse arena.

We urge you to establish a system for checking records re- 
ceived, certified and reported by the Club against your DHIA 
monthly central processing reports to be assured that all records 
are being reported. DHIR records omitted from our list will usu- 
ally indicate they were never received by the Club. Unless you 


notify us, we will be unaware of omissions. 


When you find any records missing from these reports for cows 
calving before the latest calving date shown for a full 305-day 
record, notify the Home Office as follows: 


On a slip of paper, with your name on it, list the registered 
name, number and calving date of the cow omitted. (Calving date 
must be given.) Attach the slip to your DHIA central processing 


report for the month that shows the 305-day milk and fat production 
record of the cow and send to the Production Testing Department of 
the Club. if the record was terminated before 305 tye send the 
report showing the terminated record. We will take off the record 
and promptly return the report. 


PROCEDURES FOR PURCHASED COWS: 


Whenever you purchase a registered cow that has been on DHIA- 
DHIR test, please obtain from the seller a production credit trans- 
fer form that you will need for your tester to credit the cow's 
production from calving to "date entered" your herd. Because the 
Club has nothing on records in progress on DHIA or DHIR, it becomes 
the purchaser's responsibility to obtain the back credits if a valid 
and complete DHIR record is to appear on his monthly central process- 
ing reports and later be sent to the Club by the computing center.
